This law, the judges hold, will include 
the clothing of a man, however costly, 
and all other debts that can by any 
classification be regarded ns supplies for 
a household. 


This same law so successfully evoked 


by a Xew York tailor, has again been

course. This last suit was as interest- 
ing as was the first and p.stnWishes the 
principle that a woman is in fact 
the 


purse-bearer and the responsible head of 
the family, precisely as is the man. If 
the man doesn't 
care to support his 


family and his wife has the monryx or 
some money, he can get this money out 
of hi.s wife in another form, that which 
the law upholds in compelling the wo- 
man to stand legally all the household 
expenses if not paid by the husband.
